We, the Ferry County Grand Jury for the February term, 
1965, respectfully report as follows: 

That we nave been in session tor seven days a'nd during 
that time we have investigated all criminal offenses which were 
brought to our attention and those of wluch we had know, 
ledge, and we have interrogated several witnesses in connec. 
tion with our investigation, and as a result have returned 
twenty one (21) indictments for various offenses committed in 
our county. W'e are of the opinion that crime is at a minimum, 
which we are happy to report We realize that there have been 
several criminal offenses committed in our county, however, 
we were unable to get witnesses before us that could furnish 
sufficient information upon which an indictment could be re. 
turned 

We are referring to the exiploding of dynamite and other 
high explosives m and about the property of others, which is 
common knowledge among the people of our county We had 
efore us every person we thought cxiuid supply information 
concerning the explodiug of dynamite in and upon property 



belonging to others and it is sincerely hoped that the succeed, 
ing Grand Juries and the authorities of Perry County can ob 
ta.-n enough information upon which to return indictments and’ 
biiug the offenders to justice. We urgently encourage those 
in our county who have information with reference to thefts 
and exiplodkig of dynamite and other explosive substances or 
those who have knowledge of any crime being committed, to 
come before the grand juries of our county and report same, 
because it takes all the people oi our county and our conunun. 
ities cooperating fully before we cau have a good law enforce 
ment program.
